Installing Batteries 

1. Press do^An on the 
batteiy cornDartrn^ 
co\>er and slide it in 
the drection of the 
aiTOVNS to remoNye it 

2. Insert four size C 
batteries as indicated 
by the polarity 
syrrbols rrarked 
inside. 

3. Replace the co\>er. 

Using AC or DC Povuer 

You can pov\er the recorder using a 0/ 
300nrA AC adapter or a 12V po^Aer source 
(such as your vehicle's cigarette-lighter 
socket), ard a size M Adaptaplug"^"^ adapter 
(none supplied). Both are available at your 
local RadoShack store. 

A Caution: You rrust use a Class 2 

pcAAer source that supplies ev DC ard 
delivers 300rrA. Its certer tip rrust be 
set to negative and its plug rrustfitthe 
recorder's DC 6V jack Usirg an adapter that 
does rot rreet these specificatioTTs coUd 
damage the recorder or the adapter. 

1. Set the adapter's voltage sv\/itch to 6V. 

2. Attach the Adaptapluig to the adapter's 
cord v\/ith the tip set to negative. 

3. Irisertthe adapter's barrel plug irto the 
recorder's DC 6V Jack This disconnects 
the batteries. 

4. Plug the other end of the adapter into a 
stardard AC outlet ora DC pcAAer source.

dsccmects the built-in speaker.

• Set the volume to the lovNest setting before you beg n listening. After 
you begn listening, aclustthevolurretoa corrfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely hi^ volume levels. Extended hi^n-volume 
listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you setthe volume, do not increase it 0\>er time, your ears 
adapt to the volume le\>el, soa volurre level that does not cause 
dsconrfort rri^ht still damage your hearing.

Step Three 

Loading a Cassette 

1. Remove any slackfiomthe cassette tape 
by turning one of the hubs v\^th a pencil. 
The tape rri^nt become tanked in the 
recoicyplayback mechanism if you do not 
rerrove excess slack 

2. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette 
corrpartrrert: door. 

3. Insert the tape v\/ith its open edge ouitv\ard 
tovNard the cortrols, and the desired side 
facing up 

4. Close the door. 


Step Four 

Haying a Cassette 

1. Load a cassette tape in the corrpartrreidt 

2. Rotate VCX-UI\/E to I\/1N for low sourrd. 

3. Press PLAY. The tape begins to play 

4. AdjustVOLUI\/E to the desired listening level. 

5. To stop playback before the tape reaches the end, press 
STOP/EJECT. Otherwse, the tape will autorratically stop playing 
once it reaches the end. 

6l Press STOP/EJECT again to open the cassette conrpartment door 
and rerrove the cassette.

Using the Built-In Mcrophone

Using an External Mcrophone

store carries a wide variety of rricrophones. 


2. Connect an external rricrophcne. 

If the external nicrophone has a 1/8-inch plug, insert it 
irto the recorder's MC jack 

If the external rhcrcphone has two plugs and an On/Off 
swtch, this rreans you can remotely cortrol the recorder 
fromyour rricrophcne. Insert the rricrophcne's 1/8-inch 
plug i rto the recorder's l\/IC Jack, and the smaller plug irto 
the REM Jack 

3. Press RECXDRD. Both PLA/ and RECXDRD automatically 
remain pressed down. 

4. If you are using an external rricrophcne w^th an OrYOff 
switch, setthe switch to ON. 

5. Speak into the rricrophcne. 

6. Press STOP/EJECT to stop recorcing. 


Step Six 

Recording from an External Audio 
Source 

You can rocord diroctiyfrornan external audio 
source, such as a rado, tape deck, or CD 
placer, using a suitable nrono patch cord v\ith 
a 1/8-inch plug (a\>ailable at RadioShacI^.

3. If you comected an external rricrophone, 
disconnect it 

4. Connect one end ofyDur patch cord to 
your external auido source, and then 
connect the other end to the AUX jack 

5. Turn on the audio source and adjust its 
Nyolurretoa corrfbrtable listening le\>el. 

6. Press RECXDRD to begn lecorcing. Both 
PLA/ and RECX)RD automatically remain 
pressed dov\n v\lile recording. 

7. Press STOP/EJECT to stop recorcing.

• Connecting an adapter disconnects the irtemal batteries. 

• To see if batteries need to be replaced, press PLAY, REWIND, or 
FAST-F. If the RECXDRD/BATT LED li^nts steadily, replace the 
batteries. 

• Press PAUSE at anytime to stop tape playback To resume 
playback, press PAUSE again. 

• Press REWIND or FAST-F to rapidly wnd the tape backvvard or 
fbrv\ard. To resume play, press STOP/EJECT, and then press PLA/. 

• Before loading a cassette tape for recording, be sure the cassette's 
erase-protection tabs are in place. 

• The recorder's Automatic Level Control circuit autorratically adjusts 
the recording le\^. VCX.UI\/E has no effect on recording. 

• Connecting an external rricrophoine autorratically dsconnects the 
built-in rricrophone. 

• To terrporarily stop recording, press PAUSE, or set the rricrophone 
to OFF. To resume recording, press PAUSE again or set the 
rricrophoine to ON. 

• During recording, the recorder's speaker is nruted. If you v\ailtto 
rronitor recording, use the supplied earphone. 


Tape Cleaning 

Drt dust or particles can accurrulate on the tape 
heads and other parts that the tape touches. This 
can greatly reduce the perfomrance of the 
cassette player. After e\ery 20 hours of tape 
player operation, clean the tape parts or use a 
RadoShack cassette deck cleaning kit 

1. Rerrove the batteries and dsconnect any 
other po^Aer source. 

2. Open the cassette corTTDartrrerTt door ard 
press PLAY to expose the tape parts. 

3. Use a cotton sv\abdpped in denatured 
alcohol or tape head cleaning solution to 
clean the tape guides, recorcyplay head, 
erase head, pinch roller, and capstan. 

4. \A4nen you are firished, press STOP/EJECT 
and close the cassette corrpartrreilt door. 
Then reconnect pov\er. 


Tape Tips 

Recornmended Tapes 

Tape qualityg^atiy affects the quality of the recording. VJe 
recormrend extended-range or low ndse Type 1 regular length 
(GO or 90 rrinute) nomnal-bas cassette tapes. VJb do not 
recormrend long-play cassette tapes such as C-120s because 
they are thin and easily tangle. 

Preventing Accidental Erasure 


Erase-Rotection Tabs 

Cassette tapes have tv\o erase-protection tabs — one for each 
side. \A4nen a tab is in place, you can record on that side. To 
prevent erasure of a recording, usea scre^Acfciverto rerrcveoiTe 
cr both of the erase-protection tabs. This pre\>erts RECX)RD fiom 
being pressed. If you later dedde to record on a side after you 
have rerrcved the erase-protection tab, place a pece of strong 
plastic tape over that side's erase-protection hole. Cover only the 
hole originally covered by the erase-protection tab. Rerroving 
the erase-protection tabs does not prevent a bulk eraser fiom 
erasing a cassette tape. 


Restoring Tension and Sound Quality 

After playing a cassette tape several times, the tape rri^nt 
become tighUy wDund on the reels, causing playback sound 
quality to deteriorate. To restore the sound quality, fast-fbrv\ard 
the tape fiomthe beginning to the end of one side, then 
corrpletely rev\4nd it Loosen the tape reels by gertiy tapping 
each edge of the cassette on a flat surface. BecarefU notto 
damage the cassette vtoen tapping it Do not touch the exposed 
tape crallowarv sharp objects near the cassette. 

Erasing Recordings 

75 record over a cassette tape, sirrply record as usu^. The 
cassette deck records over the previous recording. 

To erase a cassette t^je, insertthesuppliederasing plug into the 
I\/1C Jack and press RECXDRD. The recorder records silence until 
the tape reaches the end or you press STOP/EJECT. 

To avoid acddertally recording sound, be sure to disconnect any 
external auido source ffomthe recorder's AUX jack v\lile using 
the erasing plug. 



Care 

Keep the recorder dry if itgets v\et v\/ipe itdy irmredately Use and 
store the recorder only in roomterrperature erTvirorTrerts. Uande the 
recorder carefUly do not dop it Keep the recorder av\ay from dust and 
dirt and v\/ipe it v\/ith a darrp cloth occasionally to keep it looking nev\z 

If your recorder is not perfomring as it should, take it to your local 
RadoShack store for assistance. To locate your nearest RadoShack, 
use the store locator feature on RadioShacks v\ebsite 
(vwwNzradioshackcorrl, or call l-8CO-The Shack (843-7422) andfollcw 
the rrenu options.
